These privilegirt and ihit grant erealJy uicieafieii ihc pros¬ 
perity of Calcutta h'nr tJic ten year* that followed it* 
progftts was enormous Its trade rapidly develaped* the 
shipping belonging to llic port mcfCBScd to lOiOOd tens, and« 
what was of w»r>' greal toipoftaiu'e, the tow*n attracted the 
wcahliy native* of Bengal. Tliese, by degre** built houses 
ill and near to it. and hTougfd the influence nf their wealth lu 
MUtiiin anti increase its prosperity. It should be added that 
tlie firm rule of the Niiwab of the provtocc. .Miirshid KuH 
KhiSn, contnboled noi a little to tiu* rc.suli Originally op¬

The latter and bts followed had meanwhile bestirred Ihrni- 
sclves to Inirry on in the direction Forde had tiiken The 
allied parties, therefore, met; then turning, they hurried on to 
Knndtir, wJnch tliey reached in safety. 

The parlinf success atibicved by the French gun* was fatal to 
LoiiHans. Ignorant of the exact state of affairs, lie became 
ronlimird in his belief of Hw? tmth of the story told hitn by 
ihc deserters, that the English force was composed uf raw 
keiea, and he was vitisficd now that hit guns had frighlenitd 
them from their position at rhimbdl. He revived lo take 
tiwitant advantage of their panic, as be believed it to be, and to 
atrt with hta whole form 

Abont midway lietweeti the new position taken up by tlie 
English and the position occupied by the French was a smolt 
s’illagc. Wliilst the Hoops of Forde wmne entenng ICondiir, 
those of ronllians were approachitiif this village, and taking up 
sucit 4s position tliat Forde could not n(iv.mce without Rghiing, 
nor fall back withnoT exposing hnnself at ,i disadvantage 
f!onflans. however, did not eontmi himself with ohtaming rhii 
good positiuo.

Tlie English then took pofesession of the 
camp with oj t its ordtiortte, ammunition, ^rtores, tmU and camp 
equipage. I’hc only things which the French aUceeerJed in 
preisiTving fmm their hands wore Four smiiM pieces and two 
camels laden with muiiey iitsd paimts, which (.onHons had 
dispatched to RijaJimaJjiincln. there to await liis orders, on the 
first repulse of Ids force. < onfions himself. acoompaiiicd by 
hi» i'oninmnttaiit of artillery ami stuff, fled without making 
any attempt to rally hi* Croups, and. riding liard fcachtd 
Rajalimafifadf. before midTiight In the fir« and second 
division* of tlic fight, and m the pursuit, lie lost thirty-two 
pines of i:ani]on. and .1 hundied iiiirii fifty-iJic men, including 
ftffKwrs. in killed, wounded, and prisoners, besides a number of 
native soldiers.

skilful IcadCT. Forde dispUyetl. likcwjfic. on thm day a 
second qirulity, tlie possession of whidi is rarer than is genet- 
ally supposed He showed llwt he knew liow to follow up a 
victtify.
